For instance, Vega and Sirius are 
classed together as both blue white 
hydrogen stars, with few' lines show- 
ing in their photographic spectra, 
and both supposedly nearly twice as 
hot as the sun. Judge of the aston­ 
ishment of the Mount Wilson obser­ 
vers to find Verga show's its maxi­ 
mum spectral heat a great way fur­ 
ther toward the violet than Sirius 
whose maximum heat Is not very 
much nearer the violet than that of 
our sun. 
Still more remarkable is 
Rigel, for it show's two maxima. One 
occurs, as expected, quite as far to­ 
wards the violet as that of Verga, 
but the other, the greater one, oc­ 
curs very near that of the sun’’. 
The new study astronomers be­ 
lieve, will give a lever to attack the 
difficult task of learning the physi­ 
cal nature of the stars, although it

COLD-WEATHER DISHES

HE chilly days speed up the

not brown. Take from the pan and 
add more chicken until all is partly 
cooked, adding more butter or oil 
as needed. 
Put three tablespoon­ 
fuls of butter Into the pan where 
the chicken was cooked, add two 
tablespoonfuls of flour and when
